winds in the trees and invariably do well. Milk cows and 
calves are generally stabled. Horses not in use in the winter 
months rustle their own feed in the winter and invariably 
come out in the spring in good shape. 


The climate is generally clear, healthy and invigorat- 


ing. Jn winter it is generally clear and sunny, occasional 
snow storms generally free from bad driving and drifting 
winds ; most winters ears are run nearly all winter as in the 
summer. The rainfall as a rule starts about the middle of 
May and continues through most of the growing season, and 
in the last 25 years has been sufficient to produce the best 
average crops that could be imagined. A crop failure in 
this district is unknown. 

Harvest season and fall weather for threshing, etc., is 
always clear and sunny and this usually extends ov vatil 
Dee. Ist and sometimes Christmas. 

The soil is a rich black loam, one to two feet deep on a 
clay sub-soil.

factory patrons The low testing 
milk contained 12.01 per cent solids 
end 5.41 per cent fat The high 
testing milk contained 12.29 per 
cent solids and 8.62 per cent fat—- 
not very much difference between 
the two samples 

The vield of cheese per 1,000 Ibs 
of milk was 89.85 Ibs. from the low 
testing tots, and 95.84 from the 
higher testing lota or nearly 6 Ibs 
of cheese more per 1,000 Ibs. of 
milk for a very emeal!l!l increase in 
the percentages of fat and total 
solids. The college points out that 
this is further evidence of the in- 
justice of pey for milk on the basis 
of weight only and not considering 
the fat and solide gontent of milk

On the other 
hand, a person gassed may carry suffi- 
cient of the fumes in his clothing to 
keep him in an uncomfortable condition 
for a period of hours, 


HE effect of the gas, incidentally, is 
to blind the victim temporarily, caus- 
ing him to weep copiously; and, at the 
same time, to sneeze repeatedly. 
in that condition is certainly helpless. 

The gas used is chloracetophenone and 
it was discovered by former Lieutenant 
R. B. Lawrence, in charge of gas opera- 
tions in France during the war. 
now, incidentally, at the head of a con- 
cern manufacturing the gas and the de- 
vices for spreading it. 

“It is absolutely harmless,” says the 
lieutenant, “rendering the victim help- 
less without causing permanent injury. 
It is a white vapor, becoming colorless 
as it mingles with the air; but the gas 
cloud loses none of ite effectiveness in

In some sections where the bugs were 
teo deeply rooted to be reached by this, 
greens and fairways were plowed up 
to bring them to light, and then the 
earth was doused. And soon the word 
went forth that the Popillia japonica, 
to give the beetle its full Oriental name, 
was not such e deadly critter after all 
to persons who didn’t mind spending a 
little time and money on his extinction. 
The chemical saturation killed from 
ninety to ninety-five per cent of all 
the slugs, even where the infestation was 


thickest. 


S A CONSEQUENCE there has been 
a run on this particular chemical in 
New Jersey. Price, to most of the pur- 
chasers, is no object so long as they 
have or can raise it. The primary thing 
is to save the greens so that there will 
be no further interference with the great 
American spirit and practice of play.

But in the meantime the Govcrnment 
will not be idle It is planned to put 
nearly five hundred men to work this 
summer enforcing the quarantine to pre 
vent the “jump” of the beetle by motor 
truck, pleasure car or freight train over 
long distances. Nearly all produce and 
growing things must be inspected to pass 
out of the area of infestation. Nursery 
stock can be shipped only when the 
earth around the roots is shown to be 
clear of grubs. A single grub, coming to 
maturity at a point 150 miles distant, 
might in the succeeding year produce 
from thirty to sixty eggs, and in the 
year thereafter another colony would 


have a good start. 


AN? the Government is not confining 
its efforts to this merely defensive 
warfare. A few days ago a carload of 
earth, in boxes, arrived from Japan. Any 
one turning up the earth would have 
found it to be alive with grubs. Each of 
these is the beginning of a species of fly 
known as the “Dexiib,” one of the most 
efficient destroyers of Japanese beetles. 
The earth was shipped from Japan and 
is estimated to contain at least 50,000 
grubs. It is to be put through an in- 
cubator process, after which the flies 
are to be removed to the most severely 
infested sections. 

Another natural foe of the beetle is 
the wasp known as “Tiphia.” Some of 
these also have been imported. There 
are various others which in Japan have 
reached a stage where they keep down 
the beetle population. Mr. Smith has 
made arrangements to keep shipments 
of these counter-pests coming in al! dur- 
ing the summer season, and it is hoped 
by next year that these insects will 
materially thin out the destructive 
beetles. The pests are chosen from 
among many in Japan by experts of the 
Bureau who have been there for severa] 
years. Only euch counter-insects are 
sent to this country as have been found 
to be safe. In other words, great care 
is being taken not to bring in any buga

“What else could it be but the cup of 
the Last Supper?” asked Fahim Kuch- 
akji the other day. A Syrian, familiar 
with the Antioch site, he sat in his gal- 
leries at 707 Fifth avenue, surrounded 
by ancient pottery and dim, old frescoes 
from crumbled edifices. Outside the 
window, the sleek hum and patter of 
Fifth avenue went purring past. In here 
all was quiet, all was old, all was a very 
fit setting for talk about the Holy Grail. 

“IT am not even sure,” said Fahim 
Kouchakji, “whether it was best for us 
to buy the cup. We paid a very large 
sum for it, and for nine years I have 
done almost nothing but study it and 
take care of it.” 


if HIS book on the chalice, Dr. Eisen 

sets forth the belief that the outside 
cup was probably made in Antioch, since 
various symbols upon it are found also 
on Syrian pottery and coins. The period 
to which he assigned the double chalice 

the actual time of Christ—was 
doubted at first by archeologists, who 
thought the eagle near the Saviour’s 
feet signified. the protection extended 
much later by Rome to the Christians. 
But the eagle was, as has just been 
pointed out by the Rev. Dr. James Alan 
Montgomery, professor of Semitics at 
the University of Pennsylvania, the 
symbol also of a Syrian cult of the first 
century, and its inclusion in the chalice 
pattern probably means the triumph of 
Christianity over the Syrian cult. Not 
only Dr. Montgomery, but even more re- 
cently Dr. F. J, Foakes Jackson, of 
Union Seminary, and Prof, Arthur Ber- 
nard Cook, of Cambridge University, 
England, have upheld Dr. Eisen’s view 
of the age of the cup. Prof. Cook, who 
is one of the most eminent authorities 
on such matters in the world today, says 
the Antioch chalice was undoubtedly 
used by the early fathers of the Church. 
Ite age, therefore, coincides with the 
times of Christ and the years imme- 
diately following.

Given that age, and the unusual cir- 
cumstance of inclosing a plain, rough cup 
in a magnificent holder, the Antioch 
chalice seems more than ever likely to 
be the supreme relic for which the quest 
of the Holy Grail was carried on, 

From Antioch to New York, however, 
the chalice had all the dramatic misfor- 
tunes which usually befall a sacred relic 
of a faith beset by powerful enemies. In 
his book, Dr. Eisen says the spot op 
which the Arabs dug up the chalice and 
the cache of sacred objects was probably 
the spot on which they had been buried 
during the reign of Julian the Apostate. 
Julian closed the basilica of Constantine 
in Antioch, stole’its wealth, and had its 
treasurer—-Theodoretus—tortured and 
beheaded for his refusal to reveal the 
whereabouts of some object of great 
importance, In spite of the treasurer's 
silence, some of the sacred vessels were 
found. and thrown on the ground with 
gfeat violence. Does this perhaps ex- 
plain the compression in the side of the 

chalice? Later these objects—the chalice 
probably among them—were sent to 
Constantinople. Still later they were re- 
turned to Antioch. 


R. EISEN suggests that perhaps the 

chalice was buried again in 544 or 
614 A. D,, when the church was again 
oppressed. If #0, this is why it was 
buried with Byzantine objects of art, like 
the book covers. Even after its removal 
to Paris, the cup was again endangered, 
When the Germans made their drive 
against the French capital, the cup was 
brought to America for safe keeping,

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RITAIN is etill a-thrill over the
